Stormwater control is almost as well thought of as mother hood, 
apple pie, and baseball in all of Illinois. Drainage Districts and farm- 
ers have been doing water management for over 100 years This 
past week in the Local Government Committee of the Illinois House 
of Representatives, Representative Tom Holbrook as sponsor suc- 
ceeded in getting committee passage of House Bill 3352, which has 
very dangerous implications for all landowners. Holbrook’s legisla- 
tion does not stop with flood control in the American Bottoms area. 
Specific language passed by this committee gives the county boards 
of three counties control of the water and the release rate of all 
water in the incorporated area which includes cultivated farmland. 

In contrast, no control is imposed on the water in incorporated or 
urban areas where impervious surfai accelerate the runoff and 
cause floods. The specific language from HB 3352, Section (c) 
reads as follows: 
(c) The county board may prescribe by 
ordinance reasonable rules, regulations, and 
standards for stormwater and flood plain 
management and for governing the location 
course, width, and release rate of stormwater 































said if they are successful the 
city might stop dumping fees 
paid to the county by the land- 
fill. 

Under an agreement before 
the annexations, the city would 
not have touched the fees the 
county currently receives 
However, because the County 
Board approved Haine’s 
action, some city officials have 
said the agreement may have 
to be reconsidered.

House Bill 3351 
was approved by the Metro-East Stormwater Committee and the 
Illinois Association of Drainage Districts. HB 3351 clearly states that 
the cost for stormwater control will be paid by a fee on impervious 
areas in watersheds that have problems. This is important since 
about half of the 3 county area does not drain toward the American 
Bottoms but does drain to the Kaskaskia. Representative Holbrook 
refused to probate a bill that would solve the problem by placing the 
fee on those that create the problem.

While driving around town, 
you notice your front-wheel 
drive passenger car is steering 
rougher and sharp popping, 
squeaking or rubbing sounds 
can be heard after making a 
turn. The vehicle also may 
want to pull in the direction it 
was last steered. 

If any of these symptoms 
sound familiar, the cause may 
be tied to one or both of the 
vehicles strut mount 
assemblies, said Al Lynch, 
manager of technical services 
for Moog Automotive. 


“Ninety percent of passenger 


car production in the last five 
years features strut mount 
assemblies,”’ he said. ‘“The 
upper strut mount replaces the 
upper control arm and upper 
ball joint used on traditional 
steering and suspension 
systems as the upper 
connection to the vehicle 
body.” 

Strut mounts are 
hard-working components, 
capable of supporting vehicle 
weight. Each assembly usually 
consists of a rubber core that 
dampens noise and vibration, 
and a bearing that allows the 
front wheels and strut 
assembly to turn while 
supporting weight 

“Strut mounts, like any 
rubber suspension component, 
may become worn over time 
and can effect the suspension 
system’s geometry,’’ Lynch

It’s been 16 years since the St. Louis 
Cardinals won the World Series. 
In that time, the Cardinals have 


changed owners, twice changed manag- 
ers, and saw the retirement of shortstop 
Ozzie Smith. A team that utilized its 
speed on the artificial surface now fea- 
tures one of baseball’s premier power hit 
ters — Mark McGwire — on a natural 
grass field 


Like the team, Busch Stadium has 
under gone some major changes. In the 
past three years, changes at Busch Stadi- 
um have included the surface of the play- 
ing field, club box seats allowing fans to 
be closer to the action, banners celebrat- 
ing past championships and legendary 
players, and a new hand-operated score- 
board 


All the changes have intended to better 
serve the fans and players of the St. Lou- 
is Cardinals. And the Cardinals aren’t 
through yet. Last November, the Cardi 
nals announced plans for a half-dozen new 
features for Busch Stadium, which might 
be getting older, but is certainly getting 
better 

“They've all been positive changes,”’ 
said Shawn Bertani, the Cardinals’ associ- 
ate manager for community relations 
“There are not quite as many additions 
as the past this year. Our goal is to make 
the stadium better and the fans are still 
very impressed with how nice the stadium 
looks despite it being 32 years old.”

Keep the car's windows clean 

Make sure you have two side mirrors, plus a rear view mirror, and that they are properly 
positioned. Always be sure to look back and check your blind spot 

Don't ride with your foot on the clutch and try not to hold your car stationary on a hill by 
using the clutch pedal. Both of these mistakes can result in a clutch that needs replacement 
before its time.

When a household comes 
down with sudden, severe 
diarrhea and vomiting, 
intestinal flu often is 
blamed for what may be 
food poisoning. A true diag- 
nosis often is never made 
because the people recover 
without going to a doctor. It 
is estimated 6.5 million to 
as many as 33 million cases 
of food-borne illness occur 
in the U.S. each year. 

Anti-microbial products 
are growing on market 
shelves to help consumers 
fight germs in the home, 
especially in the kitchen. 


Sponges, liquid soaps, 
spray counter top cleaners, 
anti-microbial cuttin 


boards and waterless han: 
cleaners promise protection 
from harm. 

Listening to the hard sell, 
it may seem impossible the 
world has survived to this 
day without these aids. Oth- 
ers say, ‘‘What’s wron 
with good ol’ soap an 
water?”’ 

First, there is nothing 
wrong with soap and water. 
It just needs to be used, 
especially on hands, more 
often. This simple practice 
is the most economical, yet 
often forgotten way to pre- 
vent contamination or 
cross-contamination. 

Wash_ hands, loved or 
not, with soap and water 20 
seconds before beginning to 
prepare food; after han- 
dling raw meat, poultry, 
seafood or eggs; after 
touching animals; after

using the bathroom; after 
changing diapers, or after 
blowing the nose. 

Waterless hand cleaners 
kill germs better than they 
remove soil. They are use- 
ful when a sink is unavyail- 
able, but I am not ready to 
consider them a substitute 
for handwashing under all 
conditions. 

Sometimes a sanitizing 
agent is in order after 
using soap and water, such 
as when cleaning counters, 
cutting boards, utensils and 
other food contact surfaces. 
Commercial sanitizing solu- 
tions or bleach solutions 
are better at killing all 
strains of bacteria than 
soap and water alone — 
provided they are diluted 
according to product direc- 
tions. 

It is not necessary though 
to.spend big bucks on sani- 
tizing sprays. An inexpen- 
sive, but effective, sanitiz- 
ing solution is made by 
combining 1 teaspoon liquid 
household bleach (unscent- 
ed) with 1 quart water. Let 
the solution stand on the 
board or counter until air- 
dried. Changed daily to 
maintain its strength, the 
solution can be stored in a 


spray bottle for quick 
cleanups. 
Cutting boards, utensils 


and other plastic kitchen 
products treated with germ- 
fighting chemicals are not 
good buys. They actually 
may give a false sense of

Crusts can be bought 
ready to heat, bake, mix or 
personalize.

Hot roll mix, refrigerated 
biscuits and rolls, frozen 
bread dough, English muf- 
fins and pita pockets can be 
adapted for crust, too. For 
authenticity, sprinkle 1 to 2 
tablespoons cornmeal on 
the pan before baking 
dough. If cutting calories, a 
ready-to-bake crust without 
cheese should be the 
choice. 

Pizza can celebrate the 
seasons, particularly with 
vegetables. For instance, 
tiny strips of carrot and 
diced yellow or zucchini 
squash can be used. Thick 
vegetables, like eggplant 
and carrot, need a little 
pre-cooking before placing 
on pizza. 

Vegetables can be 
steamed or sauteed in a lit- 
tle olive oil. Another way to 
use olive oil for Italian 
enhancement is to brush or, 
using fingertips, rub a 
spoonful of it on the dough 
before it is baked. 

On another pizza, use 
marinated artichoke hearts, 
cut in half, and a few 
chopped walnuts. Of 
course, strips of colorful 
bell pepper and sliced 
mushrooms and olives are 
perennial favorites.

Like with most foods, pas- 
ta cooks well in a micro- 
wave oven. Unlike many of 
them, pasta takes almost 
the same time to cook in a 
microwave oven as it does 
conventionally because it 
absorbs liquid slowly. 

To cook noodles and pasta 
in a microwave oven, bring 
a container of water to a 
boil, estimating 2 to 3 min- 
utes on high power per cup 
of water. Add the pasta. 
Cook on high power about 
three-fourths the conven- 
tional cooking time — 9 
instead of 12 minutes; 11 
instead of 15 minutes.

Eating extremes 
sure bets in 
cancer research 


Fifty years ago studies in 
animals indicated. diets 
high in fat content were 
associated with breast can- 
cer. New research at this 
time does not indicate as 
strong a connection. 

While it is important to 
determine relationships 
between diet and breast 
eancer, the data are not 
convincingly clear. 

Some published studies do 
suggest a link. These stud- 
jes imply that with increas- 
ing saturated fat intake 
there is an imcreased risk 
of breast cancer. 

However, the most recent 
study found no increased 
risk of cancer with higher 
intakes of total fat or satu- 
rated fat except at the very 
high ends of saturated fat 
intake. On the other hand, 
these authors reported 
women with higher levels 
of iron had a lower risk of 
cancer and women with 
higher levels of vitamin E 
were associated with higher 
risk.

Hare is 83 years old. He first 
came to the Keewaydin Camp 
for Boys in the summer of 
1923; his mother put the 
8-year-old boy on a train from 
New York to Rutland, Vt., for 
his first summer at the camp 
on Lake Dunmore. 

“Y don’t want to go,” he 
said, as his mother pushed him 
gently through a gate toward 

e train. But by the time he'd 
reached Vermont, he’d 
befriended a fellow passenger 
and camper. A lifetime of Kee- 
waydin friendships had begun. 

He’s been back every sum- 
mer since, ‘‘except when I 
went over to take care of that 
Hitler fellow.’” He rose from 
camper to counselor or ‘‘staff- 
man,’’ as they’re called at 
Keewaydin — to camp direc- 
tor, when he joined with two 
partners to buy the place in 
1946. 

Today, he is slowed a bit by 
arthritis in his hips, but his 
voice is still firm and clear 


and slightly patrician. He is 
universally known around 
camp as “Waboos’’ — Algon- 


quin for “little white rabbit,” a 
name the small boy with light 
blond hair acquired as a camp- 
er in the 1920s.
